The first nation to
standard was Englan ' Bhe adopted
the goll stamdard nominally In 1814,
but practicaliy not untll three yenrs
later, for in 1816 Englingd wis on the
paper basls.  Germany, which adopted
the single silver studard In 1857, took
steps toward the establishiment of the
gold standard in 1871, bat it wag not
until July, 1878 that she demonetized
siiver, nndertook to melt down her sil-
ver coln, sell It for gold nid estabiish
the single gol! standand. The Seandl-
wivian nations adepted the single gold
standard at the sane time. In Septem-
bop, ISTH, France restricted free
caoinpge of sllver and thiee yeirs Inter
entirely suspended such  ecoin . but
iwndertaken to  diseard the
er coln she has in use or 1o treat it
otherwise than ns on an equulity with
goll, The aetion of Franee b restriet-
g and then saspending the coinage
ol silver on private aceount was fol-
[owd by the other nations of the Latin
unjon—Belgitin, SBwitzerland, Htaly and
Grecoe—aml Spain suspended the coln-
age of sllver o 1878, Holland, which
Ll established the single silver stand-
arid n place of the metallle standand
In 1847, snspended the coinnge of silver
in 1872 awd opensd her mints to the
colnage of goldl on private account in
ISTT.—Watson's Magazine.
